the day in the Panama trials waa the 
confession of Baibut in open court. Be 
said: 


"I acted at tho Instigation ot Blon- 
din, to whom I give 760,0*0 francs. I 
wished to restore the money I received, 
but I feared thereby to accuse myself." 


"I acknowledge having been led 


astray 
1 am guilty. My words ex- 


press the grief and repentenf e I feeL 
I do not vet understand how I could 
have fallen BO low I ask jjardon of my 
country, whose ^ooil name I have per- 
haps sullied." 


As soon tvs M Baihut retrained his 


Bait-control ho said. "I submit in ad- 
vance to any sentence which the court 
may pass on me." 


M. Dlondln was questioned by th* 


presiding judge as to how ho came to 
be an intermediary botween the Pan- 
ama company and M. Ealhut'o demand 
for money, and sold that he had re- 
ecived 7,700,000 franc* for his Bervtcea 
In arranging matters between the 
minister and the directors. lie had ar- 
ranged the money between M. Baihut 
and Charles de Lesseps in the belief 
that It wonld be for tho best interests 
of the canal company. lie admitted 
that ho hod settled matters connected 
with tho payment of bribes.

LONDON, March 10.—In the house of 


lord a yesterday Lord Lyon Ployfatr ei- 
ptdlned that the mission of Messrs 
Burnett and Schloss to America was 
part of a general inquiry into the sub- 
ject of Immigration of pauper aliens to 
tbe United Kingdom, and especially 
the Immigration of Kussian ond Polish 
Jewa Since, 1891 about £00,000 alien 
immigrants had landed in Great Brit- 
ain, of whom 17,000 were Russians and 
Poles, against an immigration to 
America of 179,803. The commission' 
«™ were charged to learn how they 
conducted themselves in, America and 
low the American immigration law 
was operated and what was the ten- 
dency of feeling ol Americans, so as to 
nsslet the government to deal with the 
hnbject in England, An influential 
party in the United States sought to 
severely restrain, if not to wholly pro- 
Mbit Immigration; nut Lord LyonPlay- 
latr could not believe that prohibition 
would bo adopted, as emigrants were 
essential to the interests of the United 
States, and were likely tp have great 
Influence on the United Kingdom. Tha 
government therefore desired to know 
>y more competent investigations the 
economic aspects of present and future 
emigration to the United States.

The gen- 
eral managers say they will not pay 
union men for doing nothing when 
their idelenean is enforced by strikers 
to whom they ore giving aid and en- 
couragement In the event of a gen-* 
eral alfltnissal of the union men the 
vacancies are to be filled as rapidly (U) 
possible with nonujtlon men, tbe roods 
to act in concert lit securing new men 
and to distribute them according to the 
needa of Individual roods.

o enforce order in event of a strike, 
The switchmen demand that tlie 
rate of pay for day foremen be made 
birty-two cents per hour; day helpers, 
hirty cents per honrj nig-bt foremen, 
htrtv-f our cents; night helpers, thirty • 
wo cents, and that ten hours work be 
udtontecd each crew night or day.

To Study the Problem of Immigration. 


LONDON, March 10.—In the house of 


lords yesterday Lord Lyon Playfair ex- 
plained that the mission of Messrs 
Burnett and Schloss to America was 
part of a general inquiry into the sub- 
ject of immigration of pauper aliens to 
the United Kingdom, and especially 
the immigration of Russian and Polish 
Jews. Since 1891 about 200,000 alien 
immigrants had landed in Great Brit- 
ain, of whom 17,000 were Russians and 
Poles, against 
an immigration to 


America of 179,892. The commission- 
ers were charged to learn how they 
conducted themselves in America and 
how the American immigration law 
Was operated and what was the ten- 
dency of feeling of Americans, so as to 
assist the government to deal with the 
subject in England. 
An influential 


party in the United States sought to 
severely restrain, if not to wholly pro- 
hibit immigration; but Lord Lyon Play- 
fair could not believe that prohibition 
would be adopted, as emigrants were 
essential to the interests of the United 
States, and were likely tp have great 
Influence on the United Kingdom. The 
government therefore desired to know 
by more competent investigations the 
economic aspects of present and future 
emigration to tho United States.

DECLINE TO GRART ADI 'INCREASE 


Over tbe Preaent Wagea Paid to Switch- 


men, and Will Me«t a Strikt 


by the Discharge of All 


Union Man. 


CHICAGO, March ».—Without a ais- 


sentlng-vote tha general managers of 
the railroads entering Chicago deter- 
mined, at their meeting this afternoon, 
to refuse any demands of the Switch- 
men's Mutual Aid association. An an- 
swer was sent to the switchmen by the 
general managers of thirty two roads 
centering in Chicago declining1 to grant 
any increase over the present schedule 
of rates and enclosing the following 
resolution which was passed unani- 
mously at the meeting: 


Resolaed. That this aisoclatlon has carefully 
examined the schedule of wagea paid by the 
Ooloagro roads to foremen and helpers in switch- 
ing service, and that It finds that the scale of 
wages paid on the Chicago lines Is practically 
uniform; and we find that tho switchmen of 
Chicago and vicinity ore now paid the highest 
rate ever paid for a similar service, and higher 
than Is paid In many localities Further, that 
the revenue from freight and passenger tramo 
has constantly decreasedand the cost of service 
has constantly Increased to tho extent that no 
advance In waxes can be granted, and that no 
change can be made from the present schedule 
of rules affecting the compensation of men en- 
gaged In this service. 


This answer was sent to the officers 


of the Switchmen's association yester- 
day afternoon and ends the trouble so 
far as the managers are concerned. 
The switchmen have not yet determined 
what course they will pursue and of 
course, decline to discuss the situation. 


If they should decide to strike the 


ftghtt against them would be a bitter one 
as the general managers of the thirty- 
two roads have determined to act as a 
unit and fight the men as one road. A 
still more significant determination 
reached by the general managers is an 
agreement to discharge all union men 
on their lines in case the roads should 
be crippled by a strike of switchmen. 
This will apply to engineers, con- 
ductors, firemen and in fact all branches 
of organized railroad labor. The gen- 
eral managers say they will not pay 
union men for doing nothing when 
their idelenesa is enforced by strikers 
to whom they are giving aid and en- 
couragement. In the event of a gen-' 
eral aiemlssal of the union men the 
vacancies are to be filled as rapidly as 
possible with nonunion men, the roads 
to act in concert in securing new men 
and to distribute them according to the 
needs of individual roads. 


Chief of Police McClaughrey was 


present at the general managers' meet* 
ing and promised all aid in his power 
to enforce order in event of a strike. 


The switchmen demand that the 


rate of pay for day foremen be made 
;hirty-two cents per hour; day helpers, 
thirty cents per hour; night foremen, 
;hirty-four cents; night helpers, thirty- 
;wo cents, and that ten hours work be 
ruaranteecl each crew night or clay. 
Phis is an advance of five cents per 
hour

' Ordinance Pawed—The 


Kiokere Stoked. 


A ipeoial meeting of the city connci 


was held last night. It was called for 
the pnrpose of considering the ordinance 
for redistrioting the city. All the mem- 
bers were present except Hubert, who is 
not in the city. 


The special meeting was the result ot 


the refusal on the part of Head, Hall, 
Wstkins and Deetz, Democrats, at the 
last regular meeting, to permit the con- 
sideration of the redietricting ordinance, 
taking advantage of the rules which re- 
quired a two-thirds vote of all the mem- 
Sere present to suspend the roles for the 
pnrpose of considering the ordinance &t 
Chat time. The majority were unable te 
produce a two-thirds vote, and thus the 
bad role which contravened the ex- 
press provision of the statutes of the 
state, put it in the power of four men to 
defeat the will of nine. The kickers 
were offered every reasonable concession 
by the majority, but they, led by Alder- 
man Head, thinking they had supreme 
power, not only refused to accept a com- 
promise but flaunted a defl in the face of 
the majority. The majority, having done 
what they co-old to pass an ordinance to 
accommodate the voters of the city, had 
no other alternative left but to rescind 
ibe rules the kickers were using tor un- 
ast purposes, and they promptly re- 
scinded them, to the utter surprise and 
discomfiture of the obtuse aldermen. 


The ordinance presented lost night was 


.he same as tbe one defeated by the ex- 
traordinary conduct ot the minority ex- 
cept that it also provided for the division 
of each ward into t wo voting precinotn. On 
the conclusion of the roll call otmem- 
ters Clerk Skelley read the ordinance. 


As soon as the reading was finished 


Alderman Shade moved that the ordin- 
ance be adopted on tbe call of the ayes 
nd nays. Alderman Head immediately 
iroceeded to commit an error by moving 
as an amendment to Alderman Shades 
motion, that the 
ordinance be re- 


erred to the special committee on redis- 
ricting. Knowing his motion was out 
}f order, as a motion to recommit is an 
ndeptmdent motion and cannot be 
laesed as an amendment to a principal 
motion, yet Mayor Chambers oonrteons- 
y allowed the error to pass without rui- 
ng it oat of order and treated it as an 
mendment, and took the sense of the 
ounoil upon it. The council refused to 
recommit the ordinance. The question 
hen recurring on Mr. Shade's motion, 
be yeas and nays were taken and the 
irdinance was passed; yeas 9 nays 4. 
Tbe four Aldermen allowed their gold- 


m opportunity to pass when the major' 
ty, for the sake of harmony, offered to 
compromise, in not accepting the offers 
made. But they were impressed with 
he notion that they were in control of 
he situation and proposed to make a 
larade of their power. It is safe tossy 
hat they have learned something, bat it 
'as learned moch upon the plan that a 


man took bis lesson who refusaed 49 
oents for his corn, holding for CO cents 
until he was forced to sell for 25 cents.
